ment, and in consequence of Kauff- 
man's capture, was its commander 
during most of it=. services around 
Richmond and Petersburg, and W. T. 
King becoming acting captain of Co. 
G. Of the five commissioned officer of 
Co. G. first to last. I (.J. Howard Wert) 
am the only survivor but there are a' 
number of the men still living in Get- 
tysburg- and the immediate vicinity. 


"One of the most illustrious of the 


Civil War heroes of Central Pennsyl- 
vania passed away recently in a dis- 
tant State: and. up to the present time 
his life, services and death here re- 
ceived no" notice in the newspapers of 
this section. • 


Col. Tobias B. Kauffman was born 


at Boiling Springs.- Cumberland coun- 
ty. Pennsylvania. August 19; 1S37, and 
died in Belmont. Iowa. October 21,. 
1312. 
Tn 1S51.. under Gov. Cufiin's 


cali. he w-ent into the celebrated Penn- 
sylvania Reserve Corps as a private, 
and. in less than five, months time, had 
been appointed a corporal, promoted to 
lieutenant, and then to captain.,.At a 
later period he was commissioned as 
major of his regiment, which was the) 
First.

thirtieth of the Pennsylvania line. 


Whilst in tne "Reserves" he partici- 


pared in seventeen fierce battles, be-;

Rappahannock 
Station, Wilderness, and Spottsylva- 
nia. In recognition of his heroism and 
eminent services with, the First "Re- 
serves" Major Kauffman was subse- 
quently breveted Lieutenant Colonel. 


Discharged in June, 1S64. in conse- 


ijuence of the expiration of bis term 
of service, it was not in his. disposi- 
tion-to take any rest wnilst his coun- 
try was in peril.

The First Chris'mas 


Day In America 


T 


HE iirst American observance 


of 
Christinas day 
was 
fai 


from a merry one. 
U was 


spent by Columbus "and ' his 


ship's company among scenes of peril, 
disorder nnd excitement consequent 
upon 
the greatest 
disaster 
which 


hud 
befallen 
the 
expedition. 
On 


Christmas eve the admiral's flagship, 
the Santa Maria, which had so stout- 
ly plowed unknown seas since that dis- 
tant September day when she dropped 
astern the outermost Canary island, 
laid her clumsy Spanish bones to rest 
off the coast of what is now Uaiti. 
Her crew spent the following day. 
Christmas, partly on the Haitian shore 
and partly on her consort, the tiny 
caravel Nina. 


The story of the disaster and the 


day may be told in this wise: 


Sailing from the Tortugau roadstead, 


the flagship squared away for the coast 
of Haiti and entered upon her closing 
days. 


In the morning watch of the 24th. 


the day following their return. Colum- 
bus gave orders that the expedition 
should start for Guacanagari's cap! 
tal. The yards of the two craft were 
triced away, and a start was made in 
a light wind that blew almost dead 
ahead. 


A strong current was sweeping the 


ship quickly along. 
Directly in her 


path was a sand bank, on which the 
breakers swept with a roar which open 
ears could have beard half a mile 
away, but which now sounded no 
warning to any on board- Suddenly 
the Santa Maria's keel grated heavily 
for some moments on the submerged 
sand, and then she struck violently 
and lurched to one side with a strain 
which sprung her masts. 


All was confusion. The watch rush 


ed to the bows and then jumped to 
the ropes. Columbus, rushing out from 
the cabin, took in the situation at firs! 
glance. 


"Jesu Maria!" he exclaimed. 
"We 


have grounded!" 


Christmas morning dawned

IN THE ELECTION OK PRESI- 


DENT BY THREE PARTIES. 


Story of What McCombs Did, And 


How He D i d t to Elect 


The total contributions reported by 


the Democratic, Republican and Na- 
tional Progressive parties, according 
to the statements filed by their re- 
spective treasurers, was $2,912,510.57. 
This was distributed as follows as be- 
tween the three committees: 


Democratic, $1,159,446.33. 
Republican, $1,076,391.51. 
Progressive. $076,672.73. 
The expenditures made by the three 


national committees aggregated ?2.- 
877,610. This leaves less than $25,000 
to the credit of all of these commit- 
tees after the completion of the cam- 
paign.

in Pennsylvania as Gathered 


From Census Returns. 


Statistics 
for firm 
products for 


Pennsylvania are presented in a uul- 
lelin soon to be issued by Director 
Durano, of the bureau of the census, 
department of commerce and labor. 
it wafc prepared under the supervision 
of John Lee Coulter, expert special 
agent for agriculture 


The returns for live &toeS products 


obtained at the census of 1910, like 
those for crops, relate to the produc- 
tion of the calendar year 1009 
.It i& 


huposHole to g i v e a total representing 
the annual production of live stock 
products ior the reason that the net 
value of products from the business <A 
raising domestic animals for use, sale. 
or slaughter can not be calculated fiom 
the census returns. 


Dairy Products. 


The number ot farius 10 


ma reporting dairy cows ou AurU 15, 
1910, was 191,174, bui only 177,662 re 
ported dairy products iu 1909. 
Tbat 


tnere should be the difference is uot 
surprising. DoubtJe&s some farmers 
who had dairy cows in 1910 had rioue 
in 1909, while other farmers uegleeted 
to s?ive information for the preceding 
year, or were unable to do so perhaps 
bscau&e the farm was theu iu other 
bauds. Dairy products iu general are 
somewhat lets accurately reported 
man tbe prmcipai crops. This is par- 
t'cularly the case as regards the quaut- 
jiy of milk proaueed. The Dumber oJ 
larrns which made auy report of milk 
produced duriug!909 was 156,000(some 
what Jess than the total number re- 
porting dairy products), and the num- 
ber ot dairy cows on fcucb farms ou 
April 15, 1910, 
was 762,000. 
Tbe 


amount of milk reported was 356,209,- 
000 gallons; assuming that there were 
tbe same number of cows iu 1909 as iu 
1910, this would represeut au average 
of 44i gallons per cow. 
In consider- 


iog this average, however, it should 
be borue iu miud that tbe quantity of 
milk reported is probably deficient 
and that the distinction between dairy 
and other cows is not always strictly 
observed in the census returns. 


By reason of the incompleteness cf 


tbe returns for milk produced tbe ceu- 
fcus burtau has made uo attempt to de- 
termine the total value of dairy pro- 
duels for 1909. For couvenieuceapar 
lial total has been presented compris- 
ing th~e reported value of milk, cream, 
and butter fat sold aud the reported 
value of butter aua cheese 
made, 


wbether for home consumption or for 
sale. The total thus obtained for 1909 
is £42.809,000, which may be deiiued as 
the totat value of dairy products, ex- 
elusivg of aaiik aud cream used ou the 
farm producing. 


About oue-half of the rails produced 


in Pennsylvania was sold as such. A 
comparatively large quantity of but- 
ter fat was bold. Tbe butter made 
on farms in 1909 was valued at §15.- 
668,000. 


The total u umber of sheep of shear- 


ing age in Pennsylvania on April 1-5, 
1910. was 638,000. representing a de- 
crease of 33.6 per cent as compared 
with the number on June 1,1900 (959,- 
000). 
The approximate productiou of 


wool during 1909 was 660,000 fleeces, 
weighing 4.190,100 pounds and valued 
at £1,306,000. 
Of these totals about 


fceven per cent represent estimates. 
The number of fleeces produced in 1900 
was 34 2 per ceut less than iu 1S99. The 
average weight per fleece in 1909 was 
6 4 pounds, as compared with 6.7 
pounds iu 1899, and the average value 
per pound was 31 cents, as compared 
with 21 cents iu 1899.

The total value of crops in Penn- 


sylvania in ISiOn was $160.740,000. Ot 
tiiis amount SS.7 per cent, was con- 
tributed by crops for which the acre- 
age as well as the value was reported, 
the remainder consisting of the value 
of 
by-products 
(straw, garden 
and 


grass seeds, etc.), derived from the 
same land as other crops reported, or 
of orchard fruits, nuts, forest pro- 
ducts, and me like. 
The combined 


acreage of crops for which acreage 
was reported was 7.826,5(52. represent- 
ing 61.S per cent, of the total improv- 
ed land in farms (12.673.519 acres). 
.Most of the remaining improved land 
doubtless consisted of improved pas- 
ture, laud lying fallow, house and 
farm yards, and land occupied by or- 
chards and vieyards, the acreage for 
which is not reported. 


The general character of Pennsyl- 


vania agriculture is indicated by the 
fact that 42.2 per cent, of the total 
value of crops in 1909 was contributed 
by cereals. 27.4 per cent, by hay and 
forage, and 13.2 per cent, by potatoes 
and other vegetables. The remainder 
representing in value about 17 per 
cent, of the total, consisted mostly of 
fruits and nuts and of forest products.

Ibis mcrease was clearly due to high- 
er prices 
There was a decrease of 6 4 


per ceut. in tbe total acreage of crops 
for which acreage was reported, this 
oeing largely due to decreases in the 
acreage of cereals abd of hay and for- 
ae;e ; the acreage of potatoes and other 
vegetables increased during tbe dec- 
ade 


Vegetables. 


Iu 1909 the total acreage of potatoes 


aud other vegetablee was 3-57,430 acres 
aud their value -522.092,000. including 
potatoes and sweet poratoes and yams, 
the acreage of vegetables was 94,111, 
aud their value $10,014,000, both acre- 
age aud value being materially great- 
er than in 1S99. The census report dis- 
tinguishes between farms which make 
the raising of vegetables a busiuess of

Small Fruits. 


Strawberries are by far the most im 


portautoftbe small fruits grown in 
Pennsylvania, with raspberries and 
loganberries ranking next. Tbe total 
acreage of small fruits in 1909 was S.- 
678, and in 1899, 12,271, a decrease of 
29 3 per cent. The production in 1909 
was 13,620,000 quarts, as compared 
with 19,261.000 quarts in 1899, and tbe 
value $1,17-5,000, as compared with 
31,269.000, 
Orchard Fruits, Grapes and Nuts. 


The total quantity of orchard fruits 


produced iu i909 was 13,286,000 bush- 
els, valued at $8,678,000. Apples con- 
stituted about Sve-sixths of this quan- 
tity, peaches and nectarines and cher- 
ries most of the remainder. The pro- 
duction oferapesiu 1909 amounted to 
34,020.000 pounds, valued at §851,000 
and that of uuts to 3,796,000, valued at 
$90.000. 


Ihe production of all orchards fruits 


together in 1909 was 47.4 per cent less 
than in 1899, and the production of 
erapes also declined. The value of or- 
chard fruits Increased from §7,976,OOC 
in 1899 to $8,678,000 iu 1909, and that of 
grapes from $640,000 m 1899 to $8*1,000 
iu 1909. it should be noted, however, 
that the values for 1599 include tbe. 
value of more advanced products de- 
rived fromfruits or grapes, such as ei- 
der, vinegar, dried friits and the like, 
and may ..therefore involve some dupli- 
cation while the value shown for 190!)

In this particular they are mistaken, 
as the first lightning catcher was in- 
vented by a poor monk of Bohemia, 
who put up the first lightning rod ou 
the palace of the curator of Preditz. 
Moravia. June 15, 1754. 
The appara- 


tus was composed of a pole surmount- 
ed by an iron rod. supporting twelve 
carved branches and terminating iu as 
many metallic boxes filled with iron 
ore. The entire system of wires was 
united to the earth by a large chain. 
The enemies of the inventor, jealous of 
his success, excited tbe peasants of the 
locality against him and under the pre- 
text that his lightning rod was tbe 
cause of the excessive dry weather had 
the rod taken down and tbe inventor 
imprisoned.—Argonaut 


Carlyle's Influence. 


Thomas Carlyle, "tbe sage of Chel- 


sea." died without winning much per- 
sonal 
popularity, a fact 
however, 


which is forgotten in admiration of his 
genius. Carlyle exerted a greater in- 
fluence on British literature during the 
middle of the nineteenth century aud 
on tbe'religious and political beliefs of 
his time than possibly any other Brit- 
ish writer.

Mrs. Lydia Bixlerat AJtoona who 


Lived Near Gettysburg at Time 


of the Uattle. 


SiCKGKA.vr EUWAKD GO\VK.\ died at his 


home on High street on last Wednes- 
day morning aged about 75 years. He 
was a veteran of the Civil War and a 
member of Corporal Skelly Post No. 
9, 0. A. R. For many years he serv- 
ed as sexton of St. Francis Xavier 
Catholic Church and faithfully every 
day rang the Angelus morning, noon 
and evening. He was an ardent Dem- 
ocrat all his life. 'He married a daugh- 
ter of Sheriff Klunk and is survived 
by his wife and two sisters. The fu- 
neral was held on last Saturday morn- 
ing in St. Francis Xavier Church with 
a mass of requiem by Rev. Father 
Dougherty nnd interment in the Cath- 
olic cemeterv. 


LYIUA BJXLCK. aged 95 years, 7 


months and 21 days, probably the old- 
est woman in Blair county, died at the 
home of her son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Melhorn, Friday 
morning. She was probably the only 
llvjjjg resident of Blair county who 
had enjoyed an intimate acquaintance 
with men who fought in the Revolu- 
tionary War.

abaut Ferguson, one of the veterans 
of this struggle, whom she knew per- 
sonally. Mrs. Bixler was born in 
Waynesboro April 15, 1S17, and spent 
the greater part of her life in Carlisle, 
where 77 years ago she married Sam- 
uel Bixler. He was clerk of the Cum- 
berland county court for a number of 
years and died 27 years ago. At the 
time of the battle of Gettysburg Mr. 
and Mrs. Bixler lived on the outskirts 
of town, where one of the most his- 
toric incidents of her life occurred. 
Mr. Bixler was ill in bed when Confed- 
erate soldiers toos: possession of the 
home. Mrs. Bixler explained the situ- 
ation to them and fed them for sev- 
eral days. Jn return they did not mo- 
lest a thing in the house, though they 
rarnaeked nearby dwellings. "Surviv- 
ing are the following children: Dr.-S.

that position until the opening of the 
civil war. At the age of 19 he joined 
the Worth Infantry and was appointed 
sergeant in that company. In 1861 
he organized the Ellsworth Zouaves, 
who were named in honor of Colonel 
Elswortn, of Elgin, 111., who was kill- 
ed at Alexandria, Va., after having 
taken down a Confederate flag from 
the cupola of a hotel in that city. In 
August, 1861, Stahle and his company 
with forty recruits enlisted as Com 
pany A, in the Eighty-ceventh regi- 
ment. Pennsylvania Volunteers. 
This 


regiment was sent to guard the rail- 
road bridges between , Maryland line 
and Baltimore. 
Captain Stahle and 


his men retained their Zouave uni- 
forms for nearly a year after entering 
the United States service. This com- 
pany was stationed near Baltimore. 
A year later the regiment was sent to 
Virginia. Capt. James A. Stable, on 
January 1, 1S63, was promoted to the 
rank of major of his regiment and 
held that office until May of the same 
year, when he became lieutenant-colo- 
nel. He participated in the Battle of 
tbe Wilderness and led the Eighty- 
seventh 
regiment 
in 
the 
general 


charge at Cold Harbor, Va. He also 
bad charge of the regiment in the en- 
gagements along the Weldon railroad 
in front of Petersburg. 
Soon after 


the return of the regiment at tbe end 
of its three years' term of service. 
Colonel Stahle was appointed deputy 
collector of internal revenue at York, 
and held that position under Presi- 
dents Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, Garfield 
and Arthur. 
In 1S94 Colonel Stahle 


accepted the nomination for congress 
to represent the district composed of 
York, Cumberland and Adams coun- 
ties, and was elected by a majority of 
2500 votes. He proved a useful mem- 
ber on the several committees on 
which he served. 
Colonel Stahle was 


married three times. His first wife 
was Mary, daughter of Samuel aud 
Elizabeth Spangler. By this marriage 
they had five children. She died in 
July, 1SS5. His second wife was Cath- 
erine. Daughter of Charles Beltz by 
whom he had three children. Mrs. 
Stahle died in June, 1S90. In Decem- 
ber. 1S94. the colonel married Anna, 
daughter of Jacob Gartman. By this 
union there was one child. Cornelia

Koincry county wrote to State /o 
g.«t H. A. durface, at OarrUburg, 
htutlug that he has purchased * larRtJ 
number of fruit tree*, holdiuts them 
for early spring planting. He said, 
"I iieeied them in nicely, and put the 
roots down fourteen inches The trees 
are in a Ranting position, and about 
one loot and a half of the 
trunk is 


covered. The rest of them is exposed. 
Some fruitgtowers told me that my 
trees will all fieex.e becaute 1 did not 
cover them all 
Now what will 1 do? 


Please give me advice as to what to 
do. The topfo are too high from the 
level ot the ground to cover them all 
up " 


To this important and practical in- 


quiry Professor Surface replied ao fol- 
lows : 


"1 can say that the trees which you 


obtalaed tbib fall aud have heeled iu, 
are all right, and your treatment was 
correct
